death is believed to have been in a large measure due 
to the shock caused by the death of his son. although he 
had been a sufferer from rh eumatism for thirtv rears. 


Frank Gosser, the youngest son, was 


spending the sight with his father. 
He was awakened at 2 : 15 and saw 
his father sit upright in bed only to 
drop back on his pillow dead.

George Gosser was a man of ster- 


ling traits of character and lived

Lorraine, which is now under 
the 


dominion of Germany, ~&ec. 17. 1833. 
He came to America when he was 
eight years old, traveling to Coshoc- 
ton-co. on a canal boat by way of 
Buffalo and Cleveland and settling on 
a farm near Wills Creek where 
he 


lived until early manhood. 
It was 


while he lived in the Wills Creek vi- 
cinity that he became acquainted with 
Miss Anna Michaels, who came from 
Carrol-co- 
They were united in mar- 


riage in 1S5S. This was a short time 
after .Mr. Gosser came to Coshocton. 
He has made his hoine in this city 
ever since. For a number of years he 
was connected with the tavern 
on 


Xonh Second-st.. which in the early 
days, was the main business section 
of Coshocton. He retired from active 
work in 1SS5 and during the last eight 
or nine years of his life he has lived 
quietly at his home on South Sec- 
ond-st.
